have united In a statement attacking
charter tinkering as a whole and laying
pfpecial stress upon the evil features of
th educational provisions. The organi-
sations montioned announced yosterday
that they will unite in a campaign against
the roKsed charter. Tho City Club
promises to push the fight in every way
pofflble.

1h" s'ltemont issued yestorday by the
allied bodies after making an analysis of
the proposed charter In which It Is stated
that it does not "simplify, but rather com-
plicate the laws relating to tho city
government; destroys tho vital safeguards
of tho present charter against jobbery
nnd politics In the civil service and In the
fchools; removes vital safeguards against
wafte and fraud; contains improvident
nnd unjust provisions for pension sys
tem. MiMly lncreaMix the Mayor's power
while weakening present provisions for
hi accountability nnd leaves untouched
the most glaring defects of tho present
charter." ha this to say in particular
alwit the educational chapter:

About a year ago it was that
all dremmakers' Importations above $150

in value should be sent directly from the
ftcamship piers, whether or not nccom-anie- d

Later
the order was changed so as to include
all such importations regardless of thoir
value. Dressmakors. including a few
who lad boon involved In the sleeper
trunk frauds, were caught bringing In

i gowns that thoy had undervalued more
tlian 75 per cent, ini unuer mo ruies
entailed tho payment of a flno and the
homo value of tho good, that is, the
foreign valuo plus the duty.

This could not bo regarded as smug-

gling, but merely as undervaluation,
and none of the dressmakers was arrested .

All wore summoned to tho Custom House
and in all instances they put up the money
and got tho goods, mostly model gowns,
It catno out that someof the dressmakers,
most of whom brought their importations
with them, had tho practice of
the Parisian milliner in cash in advance
a third or a fourth of tho value of their
purchases, taking u bill fortherest, which
they submitted to tho American Consul
as tho true invoice valuo. The special
agents discovered this and communicated
it to tho Collector, and when tho gowns
woro examined at the Appraiser's Stores

raised to their re.il foreign
value by the examiners, Then the dross-make- rs

paid the duties and penalties.

It used
to be the Mayor's feeling at the time that the
McAdoo offer was under consideration that it was
treason nnd sedition to talk of two companies
In the field; that the one great desideratum was to
tide from Brooklyn to Van Cortlandt Park for
one fare. But now that wc have changed all
that, the wicked livening Post may, perhaps, be
allowed to point out that if the Brooklyn Rapid
Transit offer is accepted the city will have the
two things for which this journal has been con-

tending; competition in the subway field and a
physically independent system. Besides this the
new plan blocks the clever game of the Interbor-
ough to estop competition on Lexington avenue
hy taking the upper half of Lexington avenue for
the extension of its present line to Forty-secon- d

street. All in all, it now looks as If the solution
were in sight and that a wonderful expansion of
existing facilities will soon be under way. If that
proves to be the case, the chief credit for so satis-
factory a working out of the most difficult problem
that ever confronted our city authorities will be-

long plainly to Mr. George McAneny, for whose
untiring efforts to get the best possible terms for
the city New York is tremendously in debt.

NEW YORK TRIBUNE:
It is manifestly impossible to reach a conclu-

sion at once upon every feature of a rapid transit
proposal so vast in its scope ns that of the Brooklyn
Rapid Transit Company. The financial phases
of the offer call for most careful study and con-

sideration. But it is plain that the proposal is
in many respects more attractive than that ol the
Interborough Company. Por one thing, the
money which the city is asked to contribute will
go into a system essentially complete, which can
actually be taken" over at the end of ten years
and placed in the hands of another operator if
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company's operation
proves unsatisfactory. The Interborough plan
would leave the city unable to take over more
than disconnected parts of a system requiring
the construction of subways to connect them
before it would be possible to seek a new operator.

The Brooklyn plan would also carry rapid
transit to more undeveloped territory than would
the Interborough plan. It offers1 a great and
comprehensive system serving five boroughs and
enabling the. public to reach the greater part of
the city for a single fare. It thus presents the
advantages which it has been said all along could
be obtained only from a monopoly, while still
preserving competition, whatever competition may
be worth to the city. More money is asked from
the city for its construction than is required by
the Interborough plan, but the excess is not a
prohibitive amount.

THE EVENING MAIL:
It Is more than a subway route that the Brooklyn

Rapid Transit Company wants to build for the
city, more even than a route. It is a
programme, and a programme at
that. We do not say that the
B. R. T. offer should be accepted; no one could
say that offhand. But we do say it contains
the elements that should be in any offer which
is accepted. Those elements spell efficient regu-
lation through competition. The chief advantage
claimed for the Interborough is really its vital
weakness monopoly.

THE GLOBE:
It is now snld by the mayor that the

Interborough has in preparation a new offer.
This new offer, according to the mayor, "will
scarcely bear a resemblance to the original of-

fer." The implication, of course, is that it will
be of a kind that may be accented. If it is, the
filing of the offer of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit
Company will be considered as having had in-

fluence in the premises.
It is to be hoped that the mayor is correctly

advised, and that when the new Interborough
olfer appears it will be such as to command gen-
eral approval. But when last heard from the
Interborough officers were saying that they didn't
much care whether a contract were given to them,
and that they wouldn't negotiate if the Board of
Estimate dared to treat with another company
concerning the disposal of lower Broadway. If
reflection has brought a greater reasonableness
the nubile will rejoice, but it must be as plain
to tne mayor as to others that the city cannot
forever dangle alter the Interborough, and that
it is time for it to do business or for the city to
do business elsewhere.

THE WORLD:
Borough President McAneny, Chairman of the

Special Committee on Subways of the Board of
F.stlmate, expects that "another week, or two at
most," will lead to a settlement. He regards
the offer of the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company
as the best that has yet been received, but states

Under these circumstances,
the truth evidently is that, while the Brooklyn
company would be satisfied If no more were ex-

But waiving minor points of criticism, the thing
to be dwelt upon now is that the Brooklyn

has made a thoroughly practicable offer,
and hence that the city is in no degree at the
mercy of the Interborough company. This is in
and of itself a great service to the public. If the
Interborough company has a better offer to sub-
mit a week hence, it will, of course, be dealt with
in proper spirit, but that it will be allowed to
keep on juggling with the subject as It has for
many months past, must be deemed improbable.
